Scully 
also owns many tracts in Tazewell, San- 
gamon and Livingston counties, and over 
100,000 acres in Kansas and Nebraska- 
The leases are iron-clad. Everything a 
tenant has on his farm is held for the 
rent, and every grain dealer is notified 
that he most not buy grain from a ten- 
ant unless the man can show a receipt 
that his rent is paid. There are over 200 
Scully tenants in Logan county. Scul- 
ly's annual remittance for rents is about 
9150,000. 


Moat ot the tenants on the Scully lands 


are Germans, coming largely from Baltic 
provinces ot Pomerania. They dislike 
very much to brjild school bouses and 
churches snd the whole section of the 
country included in the Scully lands is 
very desolate and barren so tar as in) 
provements are concerned. The tenants 
are required to rotate crops, and Saally 
has lately become quite an advocate of 
tiling, although he was formerly opposed 
to it.

It is stated that 
the reason why Huntington has not 
put the stocks and bonds in her pos- 
session is that in the recent financial 
pinch, which the Southern Pacific ex- 
perienced, Uuntington borrowed money 
on them, and that it has been been put 
out of his power lately to recover them 
because he did not have the ready 
•oash. A suggestive fact is that ex- 
Judge Spencer, of San Jose, is now act- 
'ing as Mrs. Stanford's legal adviser, 
and he has been insisting that the 
correspondence in which the prop- 
erly is referred to be no longer 
withheld.

Stanford in the case if it were necessary 
to enforce by judicial process the re- 
covery of the bonds and stocks, which 
have been kept by the president of the 
company. The bonds and stocks in New 


v York are said to be nominally, at least, 


in possession of the company, and if 
•nit were brought the compan3r would 
perhaps be made defendant.

IN DARKEST AFRICA. 


The Civilizing; Influences of the 
Iron 


Hnrte. 
Major Thys, who is in charge of 


building the Congo lailroad, sent a 
letter home to Brussels, a short time 
ago, that excited much surprise 
He 


said that the Congo natives themselves 
had at last begun to show much inter- 
est in the iron highway that is build- 
ing through their villages, and many 
of them are now employed in the work. 


During the two j ears since the build- 


ing of the road began the enterprise 
has not been able until now to com- 
mand the services of the Congo native*. 
They were glad to engage -in the car- 
rier service, but drew the line at dig- 
ging on the railroad 
The company 


was compelled to import all its rail- 
road labor from Zanzibar and ports 
along the Gulf of Guinea, and this was 
both inconvenient and expensive. 
Early this year quite a large party of 
Chinese laborers were taken to the 
Congo and put to work on the railroad. 


Not only are the Congo natives now 


working for wages on the road, but, 
Major Thys writes, many of them who 
are not in the service daily visit the 
scene of track laying and work for 
hours, apparently for the fun of it. 


Onr picture is taken from a photo- 


graph sent to Europe by Capt. Weyns, 
showing a number of these natives en- 
gaged in laying track. They are In 
charge of a white superintendent. 
Major Thys says they are as easily 
taught how to do good work on a rail- 
road as any black men he has ever had 
In his service. They have not grown 
weary of their new work, and the 
prospecla are that the Congo labor 
problem is solved. If this experiment 
succeeds the company will have over- 
come one of its greatest diffioultiea.
